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Fugitive manhunt ends peacefully

For nearly four hours 
Powell County law 
enforcement officials 
spent last Saturday 
afternoon looking for two 
men from Wolfe County. 
The men had allegedly 
stabbed someone and 
took shots at others. But 
the officer’s persistence 
and a little luck helped 
find the two men. But not 
before there were some 
very tense moments. 

Powell County Dispatch 
received a call at 9:14 
a.m. last Saturday from 
Wolfe County asking for 
assistance. Allegedly two 
men, James Johnson and 
Boyd Roberts, had bro¬ 
ken into a home on KY 
191 in Wolfe County. The 
men had allegedly broke 
into a home just after 
6:30 a.m. and stolen 
several items, including 
guns and tools. 


But the men also 
reportedly stabbed Kevin 
McVey, 30, of Campton, 
during the robbery. McVey 
notified Wolfe County 
authorities. The descrip¬ 
tion of their vehicle, a 
1996 maroon Chevrolet 
Corsica, was sent out for 
police to find. 

When Powell got the 
call several deputy units 
responded to the Slade 
area after Wolfe County 
advised the men could 
be heading toward the 
area. After not being able 
to locate the car, police 
units began checking 
back roads in the area. 

Following a lead and a 
call that the car had been 
seen near the homes of 
Johnson’s family in the 
Cow Creek area, police 
moved in to search. 
Powell County Deputy/ 
SRO Mike Townsend 
found the car on Red 
Hollow Road, just off of 
Halls Hill Road. 

As Townsend, Deputy 
Billy Rice and Kentucky 


State Police began to 
move toward the vehicle, 
they realized that the 
terrain offered the men, 
if they were still in the 
area, a chance to ambush 
them. First reports from 


Wolfe County stated that 
Johnson and Roberts was 
“heavily armed.” 

The officers waited for 
back up as a Code Red 
Alert was used to sum¬ 
mon as many officers as 


possible to the area. 
Some officers remained 
back to assist with calls 
in the county and cit¬ 
ies, but officers from 
the Forest Service, 
Fish & Wildlife, state 
police, Montgomery 
County and all local 
departments went to 
the scene. 

The officers searched 
and even brought in a 
K-9 unit to assist. 

After tracking what 
was believed to be the 
men’s shoe prints in 
the snow and checking 
several empty sheds 
and barns, the officers 
continued to comb the 
area. Meanwhile a cou¬ 
ple of calls placed the 
men, or people fitting 
their description, in 
Stanton. However, after 
officers checked, the 
calls were false alarms. 
As police waited for a

Clinic battle 
heading to court

The fight over the open¬ 
ing of a suboxone clinic 
got a little more interest¬ 
ing last Thursday night. 
The Stanton City Council 
voted 5-0 to appeal a deci¬ 
sion made by the city’s 
Board of Adjustments to 
allow the clinic to open. 
Apparently the city does 
not believe the board 
was given all the correct 
information to make a 
decision. 

The city has filed a 
complaint, along with 
four neighbors to the pro¬ 
posed clinic, stating that 
the conditional use per¬ 
mit issued by the Stanton 
Board of Adjustments 
had the wrong zoning 
and that the conditional 
zoning the clinic wants 
to use cannot be done 
since the building has 
not been used for the 
same purpose for over 
two years. 

The council held a 
special meeting last 


Thursday to discuss the 
opening of the Renewed 
You Clinic. City officials 
have become increasing¬ 
ly concerned after sever¬ 
al community members 
have expressed their 
concerns over the clinic. 
Some members of the 
community did not feel 
that the correct infor¬ 
mation was given to the 
board about the drug. 
The council wondered 
what could be done. 

City attorney Scot 
Graham explained that 
the council could appeal 
the board’s decision if 
they felt they were mis¬ 
lead or had faulty infor¬ 
mation. “If you feel that 
they (the board) did what 
they did at the time they 
met based on not having 
the right information, 
you could appeal that 
decision,” Graham said. 

A few members of the 
crowd on hand asked to 
speak to the council. One 
was a minister who has 
voiced the fact that the 
owners of the clinic has 
opened his eyes about 
the drug to be used to 


aid people in breaking 
an addiction to narcotic 
pain medications. 

“I have listened and 
hoped to listen to every 
angle. A lot of people has 
a lot of reservations about 
this and they made some 
points that opened my 
eyes a little," Anthony 
Molihan told the council. 
“But things they told the 
board and others seem to 
be flat out lies. It comes 
down to can we trust 
them?” 

According to Molihan 


some information told at 
the Jan. 2 special board 
of adjustment meeting 
was incorrect. Molihan 
reported that the board 
was told that suboxone is 
“non-narcotic.” However, 
the FDA states that it 
is a narcotic drug used 
to curb the cravings for 
narcotic pain medica¬ 
tions. The owners of the 
clinic had admitted that 
as well in a meeting held 
with community mem¬ 
bers on Jan. 17. 

Stanton Police Chief 


Kevin Neal told the coun¬ 
cil that an inmate at the 
county jail has already 
warned law enforcement 
and jail officials that 
when they are released 
they will go to the clinic. 
“(They) told us they will 
make a killing off this 
clinic,” Neal said. “But 
when we asked if (they) 
wanted it here with 
(their) children here too, 
(they) said ‘No’.”

More than likely you have seen her 
smiling face and she has made you feel 
like family. “I’ve been here so long I 
know a lot of people by face and can rec¬ 
ognize their voices on the phone,” Karen 
Lyons said as she waited on customers 
last Friday. 

Lyons has been taking care of custom¬ 
ers for Clark Energy since October 1989 
at the Stanton office. But those days of 
helping her neighbors and the bright 
smile will be leaving soon.

Lyons first worked in the old offic¬ 
es on Hall’s Lane across from the 
Powell County High School. The old 
offices were often described as a 
1950’s type surplus building that 
was cold in the winter and too hot 
in the summer. Lyons loves the new 
building that opened several years 
ago, just down the street. “It’s really 
nice,” she said. 

She has seen many changes, other 
than a new building, over the years. 
The biggest change being how tech¬ 
nology has helped the co-operative 
and its employees. 

“Oh technology is the biggest 
change. It has helped me from the

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The May Primary 
races are now set 

It’s official; the races for county offices can now 
begin. 

Last Tuesday was the filing deadline to run in the 
May Primary for county offices. A few lucky ones like 
Powell County Attorney Robert King (D) and Powell 
County PVA Dustin Billings (D), both incumbents, 
are running completely unopposed for their posi¬ 
tions. So is Kevin Davis (D) for the Powell County 
Surveyor position, Gerald Bishop for the District #5 
Constable job and Anthony Faulkner for the District 
#1 Constable. 

Everyone else will have a fight on their hands as 
51 people filed to run for office. The biggest and quite 
interesting races appear to be for sheriff, county judge 
and county clerk. 

In the county judges race four Democrats and three 
Republicans filed for the seat currently held by James 
D. Anderson, Jr. Anderson filed, as did Magistrate 
Myers Arnett, School Resource Officer and Deputy 
Kevin Babcock and Logan Faulkner on the Democrat 
side. 

On the Republican side, former head of the 
Republican Party, Randy Bowen, tossed his hat into 
the ring again. Bowen lost a close race to Anderson 
three years ago in the election to fill the vacancy 
created when Judge Executive Jimmy Potts died sud¬ 
denly just five months into his administration. 

Joining Bowen in the Republican race is Magistrate 
Eck Snowden and former Powell County Ambulance/ 
Disaptch Director Eddie Barnes. Barnes is currently 
the chief of the Stanton Fire Department. 

Powell County Sheriff Danny Rogers (R) has no 
challenger in his primary, but he will be watching the 
Democrat race closely. Five candidates filed to try to 
unseat Rogers. James Bowman, Sammy Hall, H.K. 
Goodwin, Randy Watson and Phillip Denny Frazier 
each filed to run in the Democrat primary. Frazier 
was a last minute file. His son, Phillip Frazier had 
filed to run, but withdrew and Denny Frazier filed to 
run. 

Powell County Clerk Rhonda Barnett (D) will face 
Willard Lawrence “Larry” Drake in the primary for 
the office. Barnet is on her third term in the clerk's 
office. The winner will face Republican challenger 
Pam Congelton Angel in November. 

Two other races with some competition are the 
jailer and coroner races. Powell County Jailer Travis 
Crabtree will face challenger Earl Moore, Jr. in 
the primary. Crabtree is completing his first term. 
Meanwhile Powell County Coroner Hondo Hearne is 
also completing his first term and will face challenger 
Megan Wells Davis. Davis is the granddaughter of the 
late Carl Wells, Sr., who was the former coroner before 
Hearne. 

With two magistrates running for higher office, that 
means there will be at least two new Magistrates on 
the Powell County Fiscal Court next year. Magistrates 
Donna Gabbard, John Barker and Ricky Creed each 
have opponents in their primaries and there will be

Guest Column: School choice gives students and parents options

In America, educa¬ 
tion is one of the keys 
to success—but too many 
Kentucky children are 
trapped in failing schools. 
This week is National 
School Choice Week, an 
ideal time to remember 
that school choice can be 
an important option for 
children living in poverty. 

Over 10,000 young 
Kentuckians a year drop 
out of school, with little 
likelihood to return and 
reduced prospects for 
the future. Dropping out 
before graduating high 
school very often sub¬ 
jects kids to added hard¬ 
ship. Studies by the U.S. 


Census Bureau show that 
the average high-school 
dropout earns 42 percent 
less than a high school 
graduate without a col¬ 
lege degree. And these 
failures of our school 
system fall hardest on 
minority and low-income 
children. 

But the big govern¬ 
ment-educational com¬ 
plex too often cares more 
about the bricks and 
mortar of a failing school 
than the children attend¬ 
ing it. Special interests, 
like those of unions, can 
outweigh the interests of 
individual students. 

We need to provide 
increased opportunities 
for families to choose the 
education environment 
that best meets the needs 
of their children. School 
choice programs do just 
that—they empower par¬ 
ents. 

There are two types of 
school choice programs. 
One program provides 
financial assistance 
for disadvantaged stu¬ 


dents to enroll in private 
schools. The second— 
charter schools—are pub¬ 
lic schools that are entre¬ 
preneurial and free from 
many of the constraints of 
school district bureaucra¬ 
cies. Rather than focus¬ 
ing on red tape, they are 
singularly focused on aca¬ 
demic achievement, and 
give parents the oppor¬ 
tunity to choose the best 
school for their child. 

Both types of programs 
offer families the opportu¬ 
nity to send their child to 
safer schools with a prov¬ 
en track record of success. 
They allow public edu¬ 
cation dollars to follow 
the student to the school 
of their parents' choosing 
and improve student per¬ 
formance. Surely parents, 
not bureaucrats, are the 
best judges of what school 
is right for their child. 

In Washington, D.C., 
studies have shown that 
the city's private school 
scholarship program has 
increased graduation 
rates by 21 percent. In 


Indiana, enrollment in 
the state's private school 
scholarship program has 
more than doubled this 
year, to nearly 20,000 stu¬ 
dents. Clearly parents in 
Indiana are pleased with 
the availability of this 
option. 

Indiana charter school 
students also saw 
improvements in learn¬ 
ing for math and read¬ 
ing compared to their 
traditional public-school 
counterparts. If Indiana 
and Washington, D.C., 
can offer their children 
better choices, why can’t 
Kentucky do the same? 

A recent poll shows that 
72 percent of Kentuckians 
favor charter schools, and 
yet Kentucky is one of 
only seven states that 
does not allow them. I 
agree with the vast 
majority of Kentuckians 
who favor charter schools 
and have supported fed¬ 
eral incentives for states 
that permit them, and 
will continue to do so. 

For these reasons, I am 


a proud sponsor of legis¬ 
lation in the U.S. Senate 
that would expand school 
choice and allow 11 mil¬ 
lion low-income students 
to take federal funding 
to the public or private 
school they choose. This 
would give parents, not 
Washington or bloated 
school bureaucracies, 
the power to decide how 
to best use the educa¬ 
tion money allocated for 
their children. It would 
also ensure that students 
trapped in failing schools 
don't have to wait for 
those schools to get bet¬ 
ter to get a quality educa¬ 
tion. 

While I was encour¬ 
aged to see Kentucky's 
ranking among states 
has improved, more is 
still needed. Last year, 18 
of Kentucky's 22 failing 
schools were in Jefferson 
County. Students trapped 
in failing schools, such 
as those in the Louisville 
area, need options before 
they fall too far behind. 

School choice is a way 


out. For low-income fam¬ 
ilies, it can break the 
cycle of poverty. Thanks 
to school choice, many 
young men and women 
who would otherwise not 
have had the opportunity 
to excel can grow up to 
become leaders in their 
communities and their 
country. 

The current one-size- 
flts-all education system 
is not the best approach. 
Our Commonwealth 
needs to make funda¬ 
mental changes so that 
that every child has the 
opportunity to leave a 
failing school. I'm grate¬ 
ful for the organizations 
across the Bluegrass 
State which are fight¬ 
ing to make that happen. 
Kentucky's school chil¬ 
dren are capable of great 
things; let's make sure we 
empower their parents to 
help their children suc¬ 
ceed.

In December, Target 
disclosed one of the big¬ 
gest retail cyberattacks in 
history. Consumers across 
the country learned that, 
during the peak of the 
holiday shopping season, 
hackers carried out a 
massive data breach on 
the U.S. retailer, stealing 
roughly 40 million credit 
and debit card records 
and compromising the 
personal information, 
including names, address¬ 
es, phone numbers and 
email addresses, of 70 
million Target shoppers. 

For victims of the 
scheme, this can be a 
frustrating and stress¬ 
ful experience, and many 
consumers are leery of 
similar incidents happen¬ 


ing more often. In fact, 
retailer Neiman Marcus 
has disclosed that cyber¬ 
criminals compromised 
the information on credit 
and debit cards used last 
year at its U.S. store loca¬ 
tions, potentially affect¬ 
ing more than one million 
customers nationwide. 
Additionally, Michaels 
Stores, an arts and crafts 
retail chain, is now 
the latest company to 
acknowledge that it may 
have also experienced a 
data security attack. 

As a result of the Target 
data breach, the retail¬ 
er is offering one year 
of free credit monitoring 
and identity theft pro¬ 
tection to all customers 
who shopped in its U.S. 
stores. I strongly encour¬ 
age customers to sign up 
for this offer, regardless 
of whether they've iden¬ 
tified suspicious activity 
in their accounts. While 
Target has assured shop¬ 
pers that they will not 
be held responsible for 
any fraudulent charges 
resulting from the breach, 
the offered protections 
from the company will 
help provide further 
peace of mind. The dead¬ 
line to enroll is April 
23, and customers can 
learn more information

Additionally, 
I would recommend that 
customers who shopped 
at Target during the data 
breach consider changing 
their PIN numbers and 
passwords to help prevent 
any fraudulent activity 
on their accounts. 

My Office of Consumer 
Protection and I have 
also put together a list 
of valuable tips that can 
help keep you safe from 
identity thieves: 

• Watch for “phishing” 
scams. A legitimate bank 
or card provider will never 
ask for your account infor¬ 
mation by mail or email. 
Additionally, be vigilant 
of phone calls and legiti¬ 
mate-looking websites 
urging you to give up per¬ 
sonal information. 

• Never respond to pop¬ 
up ads that ask for per¬ 
sonal or financial infor¬ 
mation. 

• Monitor credit reports 
and financial account 
statements regularly and 
report suspicious activity 
to your financial institu¬ 
tions.

• Consider placing a 
“fraud alert” on credit 
reports, which alerts busi¬ 
nesses that they should 
verify identity before 
issuing credit in a con¬ 
sumer's name.

• Watch for signs that 
your identity or credit 
information has been mis¬ 
used.

While Target and feder¬ 
al law enforcement agen¬ 
cies continue to inves¬ 
tigate the data breach, 
my office is working on 
behalf of Kentuckians to 
gather additional infor¬ 
mation about the situa¬ 
tion and help insure that 
protections are in place 
to prevent a recurrence. 
Unfortunately, Kentucky 
is one of only four states 
without security breach 
notification laws. I have 


pushed for identity theft 
protection legislation in 
the past and will con¬ 
tinue to support efforts to 
bring Kentucky laws up- 
to-date with our modern 
law enforcement chal¬ 
lenges.

Editorial: Time out needed to discuss clinic 


This newspaper tries to remain neu¬ 
tral on just about every issue. Our job 
is to report the news and readers can 
make up their own minds. We have gone 
out of our way to remain in the middle 
on the issue of a suboxone clinic coming 
to Stanton. But with that said, there 
are a few things we believe should have 
been done. 

The owners of the clinic should have 
come to the county, spoke with local 
leaders, churches and held open town 
hall meetings to get a feel of how the 
community felt about this subject before 
trying to open. Some say the philosophy 
of asking for forgiveness is better than 
asking for permission is a good one. We 
disagree. Many now feel that this has 
been done in a rushed way to, as one 
person informed our editor, "sneak it 
in." We are not saying that is what the 
owners did. 

We believe the county needs help in 
the drug war, but those who will attend 
this clinic have to want to be helped. We 
have listened to both sides and believe 
that though the clinic may help many, if 
the screening process does not put real 
treatment ahead of profit the poten¬ 


tial for more problems will arise. That 
means there has to be protocols in place 
to keep those seeking to make a buck off 
this treatment out. 

Until last month many in Powell 
County did not know what suboxone 
was. We dare say that the entire county 
has looked it up or listened to other's 
opinions. 

The medication does sound like it 
can work and there are several success 
stories out there. But just last week we 
watched as a young lady pled guilty to 
selling the medication. 

Any medication if used properly is 
good. But if not, there lies the problem. 

We as a community and the own¬ 
ers need to continue to work to gain 
trust. But total transparency, not just 
the word but the action, must be used. 
Otherwise if it sounds too good to be 
true, it usually is. 

Maybe a moratorium on opening 
would have been a good idea and more 
informational meetings held for the 
community. That is our suggestion. Then 
let the chips fall where they may. 


UPDATE 


Last week the Times had an article about the clinic and it mentioned the 
price. Allen Sperry, co-owner of the Renewed You Clinic, questioned the figure of 
one clinic costing $125 a month. We checked with the source again. Here is the 
breakdown: $125/month DR. Visit, $50/month for medications (insurance covers 
it) and $25 for drug test. Total per month $200. The local clinic has stated that 
the cost would be $400 on the low end. We just wanted to clarify. Also our poll, 
which is now closed, results are: 36 total votes- 18 say Yes for the clinic, 18 said 
No. Some votes on both sides had to be tossed due to multiple votes by 

the same persons.

Everything that my 
family has endured is 
not all for nothing. It has 
given us strength and 
drawn us close to God. We 
believe that God is Good 
and he amazes me in how 
when you truly seek him, 
you find that he has been 
there the whole time... I 
have felt him move in me. 
Although people around 
me have become nervous 
by the actions I have 
taken recently, I have 
peace. It is a wonder¬ 
ful feeling that I hope to 
share with many people. 
I feel him right now as I 
am writing this, I hope 
you will feel him while 
you read this. 

My mission is a sim¬ 
ple one. I want to help 
as many people as I can. 
The people I want to help 
are no different than me, 
or a judge, or a pastor, 
or a nurse, or a student, 


or a homeless man. In 
fact, they might actually 
be those people. With the 
right circumstances, any¬ 
one can become dependent 
on a substance, ANYONE. 
Valid Victorians, All State 
athletes, successful busi¬ 
nessman, loving preach¬ 
ers, teachers, coaches... 
these are just some of the 
people that I have loved 
that have fell victim. 

SO, what have I done? 
What will I do? 

I have blindly and 
faithfully followed some¬ 
thing that I feel God has 
been preparing me for all 
my life. Everything lead¬ 
ing up to now enables 
me to succeed at what is 
before me. I have decided 
to resign from a lucrative 
management job with a 
great railroad company, 
thrown everything that 
I have saved into where 
my heart is, and it is the 
most wonderful feeling I 
have ever had because I 
know that as long as I am 
aligned with my fathers 
will, everything is going 
to be OK. 

I will treat people with 
the dignity and respect 
that every man or woman 
deserves. The people that 
I employ and charge with 
the responsibility of help¬ 
ing me bring assistance 
to the sick, will have the 
same passionate, caring 
heart that I have towards 
people. I will lead a team 
while I follow my leader; 
the ultimate leader. I will 
not waiver, I will not fail, 
and I will not fear, for 
I know that when he is 
with me, I can accomplish 
anything. 

How? 

Qualified doctors who 
not only know medi¬ 
cine, but know people as 
well, will medically treat 
patients with addiction 
to opiates with the drug 
Suboxone. My partner 
Billy has explained many 
times now how it works 
and how effective it is. 
His article is based on 
facts and research, not 
opinions. 

Qualified clinical and 
pastoral counselors and 
nurses will educate, 
encourage, and solicit 
motivation from patients 
while teaching coping 
skills and avoidance tech¬ 
niques.

The name of the 
inmate, or their gender, 
is not being used in this 
article as they are fac¬ 
ing drug charges and the 
Times will not jeopardize 
the inmate's rights or 
the prosecution's case in 
those matters. 

“According to what I've 
seen and looked up, sub¬ 
oxone is the number two 
abused drug,” Neal told 
the council. 

The property owner on 
Washington Street, Ann 
Cecil, asked to speak to 
the council. Cecil is allow¬ 
ing the clinic owners to 
use the offices of her late 
husband, Dr. Sam Cecil. 

“I don't have a signed 
contract yet, but the one 
we are working on gives 
me control,” Cecil told 
the council. “I gave that 
property to the Lord after 
Sam died and I saw this 
as an opportunity to help 
others. Under the con¬ 
tract I will have complete 
authority. If after three 
months or six months to 
shut it down.” 


Cecil continued, “I feel 
in my heart we should 
let them try. Three or six 
months will not impact 
us too much,” she said. 
“I beg you all to consider 
this, just let them try. 
I just want to help the 
community.” 

Several people on hand 
spoke up believing that 
Cecil's heart was in the 
right place. But Graham 
reminded the council that 
the city only had 30 days 
after a board decision to 
file an appeal. 

The council voted to 
go into a closed session 
to discuss possible legal 
action. After 21 minutes 
they returned and voted 
5-0 to allowing the city 
attorney to seek legal 
action and appeal the 
board's decision. 

Graham filed a com¬ 
plaint with Powell Circuit 
Court last Friday after¬ 
noon on behalf of the city 
and four neighbors to the 
clinic located on the cor¬ 
ner of Washington Street 
and Railroad Street. 

The building has been 
zoned as R-l, which is 
residential. But the 
application for a use per¬ 
mit had it listed as B-l, 


which is general business 
district. The application 
also listed that the build¬ 
ing would be used for a 
“tough love clinic.” 

The building was used 
as Dr. Cecil's offices until 
his death. But according 
to Graham's complaint, 
the building was allowed 
as a Non-Conforming Use 
building. However, in the 
complaint under the city's 
zoning ordinance and 
state statutes a “non-con- 
forming use shall not be 
re-established after dis¬ 
continuation for a peri¬ 
od of one year.” Zoning 
Enforcement Officer 
signed an affidavit that 
the building has not been 
used as “doctor's office or 
medical clinic for a period 
in excess of two years.” 

Those in favor of the 
clinic say it can help those 
addicted by getting them 
off pain medications and 
helping them to endure 
withdrawals. They also 
say it helps make the 
user function in life. But 
those against the clinic 
point to the rising rates 
of the drugs abuse. 

There is no date set for 
the case to be heard in 
Powell Circuit Court.

Encouraging word: Dress that makes life better 


How things change! And 
how quickly that change 
occurs. Yet, amid all the 
things that change, some 
things remain constant; 
they never change. 

In 1953, I moved to 
Howard Coop Georgia to attend Emory 

Guest Columnist University. When I arrived 
on campus, it was lashion- 
able for every male student 
in the school I attended to wear a dress shirt, 
necktie, and suit or a sport coat and matching 
trousers to class. In just two years by the time I 
finished my degree, things had begun to change 
on campus; it became fashionable for students 
to dress more casually, and they did. One stu¬ 


dent went farther than others. During my last 
term at Emory, that student wore a sport shirt 
and short pants to class, something unimagi¬ 
nable two years earlier. 

Dress codes change from time to time, some¬ 
times rather quickly. What is acceptable and 
fashionable today may be old-fashioned and 
out of date tomorrow. Therefore, one may 
clothe one’s self with different types of gar¬ 
ments from time to time, but amid all the 
change, one thing does not change. Regardless 
of that which is worn to clothe the body, there 
is something far more important. For almost 
two thousand years, there has been a guiding 
principle regarding the way one clothes one’s 
self for association with others. That principle 
says, Clothe yourselves with humility toward 


one another. Another way of stat¬ 
ing that principle is: All of you must put on the 
apron of humility. 

Now, humility is the absence of pride or 
self-assertion, and to be humble is to be mod¬ 
est, unassuming, and unpretending. But the 
opposite of that is to be lofty, haughty, boastful, 
proud, arrogant, pretentious, and egocentric or 
self-centered. 

When one chooses to clothe one’s self in 
humility, one chooses that which never become 
old-fashioned or out of style. But one does 
choose to clothe one’s self with that which 
makes for better relationships and more sub¬ 
stantial friendship. Humility is dress that lifts 
life to a new level and makes it better and more 
enjoyable.

Report on the Financial Statement 

We have audited the accompanying statement of revenues, expenditures, and excess fees - regulatory basis of the County Sheriff of 
Powell County, Kentucky, for the year ended December 31,2012, and the related notes to the financial statement. 

Management’s Responsibility for the Financial Statement 

Management is responsible for the preparation and fair presentation of the financial statement in accordance with accounting practices 
prescribed or permitted by the laws of Kentucky to demonstrate compliance with the Commonwealth of Kentucky’s regulatory basis 
of accounting as described in Note 1. Management is also responsible for the design, implementation, and maintenance of internal 
control relevant to the preparation and fair presentation of the financial statement that is free from material misstatement, whether due 
to fraud or error. 

Auditor’s Responsibility 

Our responsibility is to express an opinion on the financial statement based on our audit. We conducted our audit in accordance with 
auditing standards generally accepted in the United States of America, the standards applicable to financial audits contained in 
Government Auditing Standards issued by the Comptroller General of the United States, and the Audit Guide for County Fee Officials 
issued by the Auditor of Public Accounts, Commonwealth of Kentucky. Those standards require that we plan and perform the audit to 
obtain reasonable assurance about whether the financial statements are free from material misstatement.

As described in Note 1 of the financial statement, the financial statement is prepared by the County Sheriff on the basis of the 
accounting practices prescribed or permitted by the laws of Kentucky to demonstrate compliance with the Commonwealth of 
Kentucky’s regulatory basis of accounting, which is a basis of accounting other than accounting principles generally accepted in the 
United States of America. 

The effects on the financial statement of the variances between the regulatory basis of accounting described in Note 1 and accounting 
principles generally accepted in the United States of America, although not reasonably determinable, are presumed to be material. 
Adverse Opinion on U.S. Generally Accepted Accounting Principles 

In our opinion, because of the significance of the matter discussed in the Basis for Adverse Opinion on U.S. Generally Accepted 
Accounting Principles paragraph, the financial statement referred to above does not present fairly, in accordance with accounting 
principles generally accepted in the United States of America, the financial position of each fund of the County Sheriff, as of 
December 31, 2012, or changes in financial position or cash flows thereof for the year then ended. 

Opinion on Regulatory Basis of Accounting 

In our opinion, the financial statement referred to above presents fairly, in all material respects, the revenues, expenditures, and excess 
fees of the County Sheriff for the year ended December 31, 2012, in accordance with the basis of accounting practices prescribed or 
permitted by the Commonwealth of Kentucky as described in Note 1. 

Other Matter 

Our audit was conducted for the purpose of forming an opinion on the financial statement taken as a whole. The schedule of excess of 
liabilities over assets is presented for purposes of additional analysis and is not a required part of the financial statement. Such 
information has been subjected to auditing procedures applied in the audit of the financial statement and, in our opinion, is fairly 
stated in all material respects in relation to the financial statement taken as a whole. 

Other Reporting Required by Government Auditing Standards 

In accordance with Government Auditing Standards, we have also issued our report dated September 6, 2013 on our consideration of 
the Powell County Sheriffs internal control over financial reporting and on our tests of its compliance with certain provisions of laws, 
regulations, contracts and grant agreements, and other matters. The purpose of that report is solely to describe the scope of our testing 
of internal control over financial reporting and compliance and the results of that testing, and not to provide an opinion on the 
effectiveness of the Powell County Sheriff’s internal control over financial reporting or on compliance.
